Cleveland, O., Aug. 24.—Hundreds 


of Knights of Pythias marched into 
town this morning. In the " afternoon 
troops assembled in full, dress uniform 
at headquarters, where dedicatory exer- 
cises took place. There also was deliv- 
ered the centennial address jby_ Wilson 
IT Day, and Mayor McKisson ["present- 
ed Cainp Payne to the Knights. 
The 


reports of the officers of the grand lodge 
showed unusual growth and develop- 
ments. Iu making his report, Supreme 
Chancellor Richie said among other 
things: 


Considering the business stagnation, 


the showing of our order is most re- 
markable. The number of initiations 
show that the subordinate lodges are 
active and earnest. 
We have lost some

Many lodges have set about the 
weediug-out process and are permitting 
members who have proved undesirable 
to quietly drop out. In. many grand 
domains the provision of the old consti

except money and investments that 
call for a fixed amount of money.

"Is it because they know and will 


not tell? If so, they have not the can- 
dor that ought to be possessed by those 
who -would redeem tlie poop'e f om 
their sufferings and distress. 


'"My friends," continued Mr. Bryan. 


"I want 3'ou to study this money ques- 
tion for yourselves, and I want you to 
understand that if bimetallism is lo be 
restored, the United .States must take 
the lead.

however, the islands were being con- 
stantly restocked. For a long time the 
thing was a mystery, but at length it 
-was solved. 
The doves of that quarter of the 


world are of large size, and readily 
swallow the seed of -toe nutmeg, with 
the fruit, of which they are very fond. 
Of wandering habits, and having great 
wing power, they traverse wide stretch- 
es o£ sea and land in a few hours, and 
deposit the seeds of the nutmeg not 
only uninjured, but better fitted for 
germination by the heatt and moisture 
of the bird's system. 


By a similar process thousands of 


acres of land have been covered with 
trees of different kinds, the birds act- 
ing as nature's agents in the dissemi- 
nation of plants. 


But in quite another manner do they 


:ransport seeds from place to place. 
Darwin found in six grains of earth 
adhering to the feet of a plover three 
different kinds of seeds, and hi the 
mud sticking to the feet of ducks and 
jeese shot in England he found the 
seeds of plants peculiar t^o the Victoria 
Nyanza, in Central Africa, thus prov- 
ng not only the extent of migration, 
but also the possibility of plants ap- 
pearing in strange localities through 
:he agency of these birds.
